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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 2, 7-11, 13-15 and 17 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Examiner 
was unable to find prior art teaching a fuel tank supporting structure comprising: a fist 
and second fuel tank, wherein the height of the second fuel tank is lower than that of the 
first, and a second fuel tank support having a first transverse width and a second width 
shorter than the first, defining a weakened portion; a longitudinal movement stopping 
device, which is positioned at a height higher than that of the first fuel tank, wherein the 
longitudinal stopping device stops such movement by the first fuel tank and directs it to 
apply a downward force to the second fuel tank, wherein the weakened portion is 
configured to break when the downward force applied to the second tank is greater than 
or equal to a predetermined value.
